Russian forces from Przem ysl are 
already taking their place side by side 
with the troops who have for weeks 
past been striving to carry the C a rp a ­ 
thian passes in the face of stern o p ­ 
position by A ustrians and Germans.

presence of a

Przemysl on the Carpathian front is 
noted in the A ustrian official com m u­ 
nication. 
T hat this is a struggle of the g re a t­ 
est importance, the result of which 
will “exercise a strong effect on Hie 
sntlre situation,'' is pointed out

Major Moraht, the military critic of 
the Berlin Tageblatt, who adds: 
“The suprem e arm y command has 
grounds enough for employing all d is­ 
posable forces to avert a Russian Ir­ 
ruption into the H ungarian plains." 
In this region, particularly along the 
Bartfeld-Uxsok front the Russian ac ­ 
tions, according to the official sta te ­ 
ment from Petrngyad, “are developing 
with perfect success notw ithstanding 
the enemy'* stubborn resistance." 
The nature of the fighting is indi­ 
cated by the same official com munica­ 
tion which tells of desperate counter 
attack*, say* th at the Russians cap­ 
tured on Sunday *nd Monday last 76 
officer*, M SI men and a great number 
of guns. 
The Austrian* have improved their 
advantage of having forced the R us­ 
sian* to w ithdraw from Bukowtna, for 
in an advance from Cxernowlts the 
Russian* adm it the Austrian* crossed 
the Russian frontier and

Krledtonder reported 
that 
the work assigned to the committee had 
been completed, but that another matter 
was being taken up by the committee 
with the railroad people, which had ari­ 
sen since the committee was formed.

Mayor J. W. Riggins yesterday filed 
his veto of the ordinance creating a 
city health nurse. 
His communication 
to Hie Commissioners goes into the 
m atter in detail. 
Hix reasons for the 
veto are given, being, briefly, as fol­ 
lows: I. No provision bas been made for 
the salary. 
2. Tile action is discour­ 
teous to tile Incoming commission. 
3. 
Some physicians are opposed to the 
plan and doubt of motive. 
4. tine 
nurse could not do tho work. 
Taxes 
nre already too high. 
6. Where taxes 
are high, capital is timid and labor is 
idle. 
The document, in full, is as follows: 
"To the th tnmissionerti of the ("tty 
of Waco: 
I beg herewith to file my 
disapproval and objection to the ordi­ 
nance creating the office and provid­ 
ing for the appointm ent of a 
city 
health nurse. 
"I. Because. no provision ha* been 
m ade for the salary for such office, 
and I am opposed to overdrafts for 
this or any other purpose. 
"2. Because, Much un action at this 
time is not only unfair, but a diacour- 
tts v and repudiation of the com m is­ 
sioner* elected by the people, and who 
will shortly succeed you, 
To put this 
I burden upon them by creating this of- 


I 


! flee at this time is wrong. 
"J. Because, the information comes 
to me that the taxpayers, as well as 
a very large und respectable class cf 
physician* in this town, are opposed 
> to the appointm ent of such an office, 
' and the motives behind this movement’ 
as the information comes to me, are 
not such that I could approve. 
"4. Because, I do not believe that 
one nurse, with the duties outlined 
by the supporters of this 
measure, 
would be either satisfactory or valua­ 
ble without a better and more exten­ 
sive organization than is proposed. 
"5. Because, in my Judgment our 
now already too high taxes give no­ 
tice that tile officials of the city of 
Waco should say ‘No.’ and now is a 
good time to begin. 
T here are ninny 
appeals to us, anti especially appeals 
of charity calling for money more im ­ 
portant than the appointm ent of 
a 
nurse at this time. 
“6. Because, it is a well known tr u ­ 
ism, ‘W herever taxes are high, capital 
Is timid and labor is idle,’ 
This is 
evidenced by the empty stores and un­ 
employed In Waco. 
“No apology or explanation for ex ­ 
travagance will satisfy the taxpayer 
as to why his money was spent w ith­ 
out proper consideration. 
“Pertinent to this subject, you will 
pardon me for making the following 
observations: 
"Thirteen years ago the amount of 
taxes to maintain the government of 
Waco, as shown by the 
assessor's 
rolls, was $193,090. 
In that time it 
has increased to $073,000, or $480,000 
I more than w as used at the tim e men­ 


tioned. 
Dr, to state It plainly, it has 
increased over 300 per cent, while the 
population has increased, according to 
the United S tates census, less th an 3.') 
per cent: or, to make it plainer, the 
imputation in Waco has Incr aaed less 
than IO l^er cent en proportion to the 
tax Increase. 
Admitting that we have 
more school houses and more streets 
paved, but it certainly cannot be be­ 
lievable (hat the people of W aco are 
getting 
$4 Mi,900 
benefits over what 
they got a few years ago. 
"W hy 
this great increase? 
To a 
very large extant it i* because the 
official* of the City of Waco did not 
have the patriotism and nerve to say 
no! 
Tho payrolls have I ©en added 
to, the ta x -cator* have been increased, 
debts have been piled up to be taken 
care of by that very dangerous policy 
of overdraft, a policy discontinued by 
the hanks of thi* country; a policy 
that is breeding bankruptcy, not only 
to national, stat© and municipalities. 
but business as well, because the offi­ 
cials have not the patriotism 
aim 
nerve to say no! 
"The taxpayers of Dallas pay more 
taxes today than it took to m aintain 
the state government 
fifteen years 
ago. 
The state government of Texas

and you would lie forced to feel as I 
feel, th at the people of Waco do not 
need a nurse as lead as they need sweet 
charity, food and raiment. 
There is 
only one thing that I could consent 
and' would yield a contribution to, ana 
th at is charity. 
"I, therefore, gentlemen, plead a ttn 
you to sustain my position, and leave 
the creation of new officers ie* .your 
successors, who in a few days will 
occupy your places. 
"Let W aco lead in the s tr ug gle for 
lower taxes and a livelier town,

off rath er than pad the taxes and ta x ­ 
payers’ burdens.
